Background 

On April 28, 1981 Declaratory Resolution No. R-81-04-40 was 
introduced in City Council requesting designation of the property 
located at 1321 Wallace Street as an "urban development area" for 
purposes of tax abatement. The Resolution was then referred to the 
Regulations Committee. In accordance with Resolution No. R-80-79, 
the Declaratory Resolution was then referred to the Redevelopment 
Commission for public hearing. 

Action 


The Fort Wayne Redevelopment Commission conducted the Public 
Hearing on June 8, 1981. No one spoke in opposition to the abatement 
request. 

Recommendation 


Following the public hearing, the Redevelopment Commission, 
at their Regular Meeting on June 8, 1981, did adopt the attached 
Resolution No. 81-24 recommending to the Common Council a "Do Pass" 
to your Declaratory Resolution designating: 

Lot Number 14 in Hanna-Creighton Subdivision 
Section 2, an Addition to the City of Fort 
Wayne, Indiana, according to the plat thereof 
recorded in Plat Record 31, Pages 88-90, in 
the Office of the Recorder of Allen County,

Rationale 


The Redevelopment Commission staff received the aforementioned 
Application and found that: 

Sentry Commercial & Industrial Supply Company has just started 
construction of a new structure at 1321 Wallace Street in the Hanna 
Creighton Redevelopment Area. The building is to be used as an office- 
warehouse, and will employ approximately twenty (20) persons. The 
cost of the building is $240,000. It is the opinion of the Commission 
that the property at 1321 Wallace Street qualifies as an "urban development 
area" in view of the fact that the proposal meets many of the objectives 
of the Redevelopment Commission, as stated in Resolution No. 78-5
